Making Diagnosis 

Three comlilions may. same- 
times be mistaken for con- 
junctivitis, which [Is an) inflam- 
mation of the Maing membrane, 
In helping to make a diagnosis, 
tt hos been suggested by Dr 
Edward =P. Bureh, of Min- 
neapolis, that adrenalin chloride 
be dropped into the eye. This 
will cause a reduction of the 
conjunctivitis immediately, but 
will have no effect on the ine 
Qammation caused by iritis, or 
Inflammatlon of the coloured 
part of the eye, or glaucoma, 
In the latter condition, there fs 
Increased pressure of the fluld 
in the eyeball 

Conjunctivitis usually causes 
only slight discomfort. The 
prtiont feels as-though there is 
something in his eye. Ustally 
there Js some discharge present. 
Examination under ‘the micro- 
scope will show the type pfgn- 
fection present so that he 
proper type of treatment may be 
utilised, such as antisepic pre~ 
narations or - the sulfonamide 
drugs. ;
